Area high school and college 
science teachers took advantage ol a 
company oiler made last month and 
walked oil with a substantial portion 
of electronic equipment, components, 
and material. 

In ans.ver to an invitation issued 
by Employe and Community Rela¬ 
tions. about a dozen science teachers 
from Adams. North Adams, and Wil- 
liamstown “helped themselves” to a 
room full of electronic odds and ends. 

The gear, which had become the 
victim of usage, lime, and tech¬ 
nological improvement, had an esti¬ 
mated value of about $10,000 when 


new. Although it had become ob¬ 
solete for company use. most of it could 
be used for classroom demonstration 
and with some modification and 
additional equipment might be put to 
practical use. 

It was the property of the Test 
Equipment Engineering and Con¬ 
struction Department which un¬ 
covered the equipment during its 
move from Building 17 to its new 
quarters in Building III. Richard 
Peterson, head of the Department, 
was on hand to identify the gear and 
to explain possible uses for it to the 
group.

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Sprague Spends TA Million on Local Purchases 

Last year the Sprague Electric Company spent over 17.1 million dollars lo 
purchase raw materials, supplies, power, fuel, services, and other miscellaneous 
items. This amount represented the second largest single item of expense to 
the company the largest being wages and salaries, which for the past ivvo 
years has been over 20 million dollars. 

A price tag of over 2J million dollars, or about 14% of the I7.J million 
total, was placed on goods and services purchased in the North Adams area. 
These goods and services purchased were for a multitude of items which in¬ 
cluded: office supplies, lumber, paint, printed forms, pipe and electrical sup¬ 
plies, hydrogen, nitrogen, oxygen, tools, gasoline, oil, floor tile, rubber stamps, 
electronic supplies, wearing apparel, paper boxes, jewelry, photo supplies, 
banquets, flowers, telephone and electric service, sub-contract work and many 
others too numerous to mention. 

Some 340 suppliers in the area shared in this amount over 190 of them 
being in the city of North Adams alone. Making up the balance were sup¬ 
pliers in Adams, Bennington, Pittsfield and Williamstown. 

A breakdown of local purchases by Communities disclosed that North 
Adams received about 2 million; Pittsfield, 350 thousand; Adams, 150 thousand; 
Williamstown, 75 thousand; and Bennington, 30 thousand. It is interesting 
to note here that a national survey has disclosed that every dollar paid to a 
local supplier turns over seven times before leaving the city. 

Sprague likes to do business locally, for it answers a very simple but im¬ 
portant objective “service”. Placement of orders locally means speedier 
deliveries. Delivery transit time is cut to a minimum, and same day delivery 
is taken for granted, as contrasted to a week or two weeks transit time from 
other parts of the country. And, in addition, technical assistance is facilitated 
since consultations can be quickly arranged and consummated with a mini¬ 
mum of lost time on the part of the supplier and buyer personnel. 

The bulk of material requirements, however, cannot be met by local sup¬ 
pliers. For this reason the company must purchase direct from outside manu¬ 
facturers, such items as aluminum foil, capacitor tissue, chemicals and other 
component parts used to manufacture Sprague products. 

A small representative list of our largest suppliers include: Minnesota 
Mining, E. I. DuPont de Nemours, Dow Chemical, Monsanto. Kaiser Alum¬ 
inum and ALCOA.
